YOUNG DEMOCRATS ON DECK 


Clubs iu the Great National League 
Being Formed—Hill’s Aqne- 
duct Difficulty.

W a s h in g to n , April 21. — In the 
House to-day a contest arose for con 
sideralion between the special order 
on the Homestead bill and the Iiiver 
aud Harbor bill. Finally the House 
refused, yeas 85, nays 120, to consider 
the special order, and the Houso went 
into a Committee of the Whole, Mc- 
Millian of Tennessee in the chair, on 
the River and Harbor bill. 
An 
amendment 
appropriating 
$250 0000 for the improvement of ttie 
harburof Philadelphia was adopted. 
Henderson, of Iowa, speaking of a 
verbal amendment, regretted that he 
could not give his amendment to the 
bill. 
It made appropriations for 
rivers and harbors which it would test 
the geographical knowledge of any 
gentleinau to locate. The Forty-Sev­ 
enth Congress had passed a River and 
Harbor bill of $18,000,000, and the 
Democrats bad gone into 
TIIE NEXT CAUCUS 
And painted on their banners: “Down 
with the Republican party” because it 
passed this enormous bill. The ver­ 
dict of the people had been against 
this appropriation with this piece of 
history in their m°morv. He did not 
propose to vote for a bill which went 
beyond that which had been con­ 
demned by the peoplo in 1882. 
Without further action the commit­ 
tee rose aud the House acljournod. 
Breekonridge’s copyright bill was 
to-day favorably reported to theHoure 
from the Judiciary Committee. 
The Dunn frec-3hip bill reported to 
the house to-day by the Committee on 
Merchant Marino and Fisheries is 
identical with the bill reported to the 
last Congress with tho exception of an 
amendment limiting the business of 
foreign built vessels admitted to the 
American registry for foreign trade 
and expressly prohibiting them from 
engaging in the coastwise trade of the 
United States. The majority of the 
report is also similar to that which 
accompanied the former bill when in 
was reported upon during the last 
Congress with the addition of a state­ 
ment that to longer retain in force

W ashington, April 21.—The House 
Committee on Elections to-day re­ 
solved to report in favor of the claims 
of William Vandever to the seat in 
the House as Representative of the 
Sixth California district.

Texas T raffic Association 
A ustin, April 21.—District Judge 
Towles to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of the Attorney-General vs. 
the Texas Traffic Association. The 
court grants a perpetual injunction 
against the Association as prayed by 
the Attorney-General. 
The court 
comments upon the important ques­ 
tion at issue and rules the Association 
to be in contravention of the con­ 
stitution holding that the articles 
of the association assuming to them­ 
selves exclueive control of the entire 
railway traffic of Texas, tend to create 
a monopoly and therefore are void and 
contrary to the state constitution for­ 
bidding monopolies. The Traffic Asso 
ciation by its attorneys excepted to 
the ruling of the court aud gave no­ 
tice of an appeal to the Supremo 
Court.

Sprecliel*’ Sugar Scheme. 
San F rancisco, April 21.— Claus 
Spreckels, accompanied by his son A. 
B. Spreckels, returned from the East 
this afternoon. The latter stated that 
the arrangements for a refinery to be 
built in Philadelphia were progress­ 
ing ; that half a million dollars in cash 
was paid for the site and that several 
times that sum will be expended on 
the refinery. 
Belligerent Big Bear. 
St. Louis, April 21.—Mose Fraley, 
the big bear, who was short 8,000,000 
buBhels of corn and wheat early this 
week and called for a settlement, was 
in grain this morning as active as ever, 


but was met with opposition from the 
other traders. He had some difficulty 
in making deals, and suddenly opened 
up with a tirade of not particularly 
choice language to the effect that he 
bad paid out $750,000 in St. Louis, 
heneo his demand for a settlement.

Delegates to the State and County 
Convention—Other Matters 
of Interest. 


The State Senate After the Aque­ 
duct Contracta. 
N ew Y ork, April 21.—The State 
Senate Committee has begun an in­ 
vestigation of the affairs of the Aque­ 
duct commissioners in connection 
with charges made public some days 
ago implicating Governor Hill and 
Rollin M. Squire, ex-Commissioner of 
Public Works. He (Squires) went to 
the Governor,who told him the Mayor 
could not remove him without his 
(the Governor's) consent, and assur­ 
ed him of support. Judge Muller 
asked the witness in this to take up 
a $5.000 note of the Governor’s and 
it was estimated that it would please 
the Governor. O’Brien of tho firm of 
Clark and O’B ien, aqueduct con­ 
tractors, however told the wit­ 
ness not to worry about the 
note ib it would be taken care of. 
Judge Muller had asked the w itness 
state the rate Clarke and O’Brien got 
in letting the aqueduct contracts, a* 
it would please "some one,” and if the 
firm got the contract the Governor’s 
notes would be taken care of. Squire 
said there seemed to he two Govern­ 
ors, Hill and Judge Muller. 
Young Men To The Fore. 
N ew Y ork, April 21.—Representa­ 
tives of the Young Men’s Democratic 
clubs from a number of States met 
hero to-day for the purpose of forming 
a National League. A committee was 
appointed to draft a plan of organiza­ 
tion.The afternoon meeting was occupied 
with a discussion of the report of the 
Commi.tee on Organization, and a 
vote upon the place of holding tho 
convention of the national organiza­ 
tion. A final vote stood 10 for Balti­ 
more and Í) for Chicago as the place 
for holding the convention. Among 
tho resolutions adopted was one en­ 
dorsing the Mills Tariff bill, and 
another authorizing the Executive 
Committee to appoint a committee to 
api>ear before the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions at tho St. Louis Democratic 
Convention. This action was, how­ 
ever, left to the direction of the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee. The time for 
holding the convention w as not defi­ 
nitely fixed. 
A General Committee consisting of 
one representative from each club in 
the conference was fixed upon, and 
July 4th as the date for the National 
Convention of the League. Resolu­ 
tions were passed endorsing the Presi­ 
dent’s recent message, endorsing civil 
service laws, and President Cleve­ 
land’s interpretation thereof, declar- 
iug that trusts and monopolies should 
be prohibited by stringent laws, and 
that agricultural public lands bd re­ 
served to actual settlers, citizens of 
the United States, for settlement un­ 
der the homestead laws.

The Nan I’ablo Stranded. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , April 21.—A dis­ 
patch to the Merchants’ Exchange 
from Shanghai states that the Oriental 
and Occidental Steamship Company’s 
steamer San Pablo, from this port for 
Yokohama and Hongkong, stranded 
near Turnabout Island. The passen­ 
gers, mails ami specie have arrived at 
Shanghai, and assistance has been 
si-nt to the vessel. Tho San Pablo 
sailed from here March 24, and ar­ 
rived at Yokohama April 12th. She 
was on her way to Hongkong at the 
timo of the accident. 
A British steamer arrived at Shang­ 
hai and brought the news of the 
stranding of the steamer San Pablo on 
Turnabout Island, which is little 
more than a sand-pile in the channel 
of Formosa near the Asiatic coast. 
The British steamer left a force of 
men with the San Pablo and on ar­ 
rival at Shanghai a number of tugs 
provided with complete wrecking np- 
p'i incea were sent to the scene of the 
disaster several hundred miles away 
At the office of the Occidental and 
Oriental Company in this city hope is 
expressed that the steamer will be 
h a u le d o f f s a f e ly , 
But the officers of the cimpany feel 
considerable anxiety, as the point 
where the vessel is stranded is eaid to 
bo one of the most dangerous on the 
China coast. The San Pablo was one 
of the finest vessels that enters this 
harbor. She was built in 1883 and 
was completely remodeled la?t sum­ 
mer. She was valued at $450 000. 
The Pacific Improvement Company, 
which owns the vessel, insures its 
own property and the underwriters 
will lose nothing if the vessel is lo*t. 
The steamer was chartered by tiie 
Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Company, which company and also 
the Pacific Improvement Company, 
are regarded as branches of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. The 
San Pablo’s cargo, exclusive of the 
treasure shipped, which latter has ar­ 
rived safely at Shaugbai, was valued 
at $75,000. 
A Durango, Colo., special says: 
The great, Montezuma irrigating tun­ 
nel was completed yesterday. This 
tunnel is over one mile long and runs 
under one of the ranges of mountains 
composing the Kockies, and with fifty 
mib's of canal will convey the water 
of the Dolores river over the richest 
agricultural valley of Colorado.

His fever is now 
somewhat higher than it was yester 
day morning. Respiration fairly easy. 
His general condition is not quite as 
good as yesterday. 
SLIGHTLY BETTER. 
At 2:40 p. m. the Emperor’s fever is 
slightly abated, and the discharge of 
pus has decreased. TLere is a slight 
improvement in his general condi­ 
tion. 
FEAR OF BLOOD-POISONING. 
The Emperor’s condition is better 
this evening. His temperature is low­ 
er than it was in the morning, and 
his breathing easier. He coughs less 
frequently and the discharge of pus 
does not cause exhaustion. Never­ 
theless, his condition is worse, show­ 
ing symptoms of pyemia. 
TIIE FEVER ABATED. 
L o n d o n , April 21.—A dispatch from 
Berlin states that the Emperor’s fever 
abated after mi tnight. He slept, but 
his sleep was broken occasionallyjby 
fits of coughing. Light colored pus 
continues to be discharged. Yester­ 
day the doctors administered arsenic 
in order to induce sleep. The Km- 
piror afterwards saw his entire fain- 
liy.

set in, the Emperor yesterday 
and to-night displayed signs of rest 
lessness and irritable temper, ques­ 
tioning the doings of the doctors and 
attendants, and giving and counter­ 
manding orders. The fever shows no 
igns of abating. His temperature for 
ihe day averaging 103 Fahrenheit. 
The question the Emperor put this 
morning, is, in everybody’s mind, 
the [attendants and doctors are as­ 
sailed on every hand, with “How 
much longer?” PhysiciaDB are stu­ 
diously silent but it is permitted 
to be known that the Emperor's life 
may he prolonged for two weeks, 
though any moment may bring the 
last phase of the malady, death by 
suffocation. The Empress Victoria 
watches closely at the Emperor’s bed­ 
side. Besides curtailing interviews 
with other members of the family 
she will not permit any officials to 
have access to the Emperor unless he 
especially desires it. 
In the interview between the Crown 
Prince and his father and mother on 
Thursday, tho Emperor referred to 
the position of the Empress after his 
death. 
Priuce Bismarck and the 
Empress appear to have become rec­ 
onciled, and the Chancellor never 
fails, after leaving the Emperor, to 
hold conversation with the Empress. 
The North German Gazette com­ 
ments on the Emperor’s exceptional 
courage during his illness. The pa­ 
per states that while conversing re­ 
cently with the Crown Prince,through 
the medium of a pencil and paper, he 
wrote: “Learn to suffer without 
complaining, that is all I can teach 
thee.” The Gazette also records the 
Emperor’s reply to General Von 
Blumentlial’s letter for his speedy 
recovery: “My dear Blumenthal, I 
can hardly hear it any longer.” 
Queen Victoria during her visit here 
will pass all her time in Charlotten- 
berg Palace, except when she goes 
out to drive and attend a reception 
which will be given in her honor by 
the Crown Prince in his Berlin resid­ 
ence. Her stay in Berlin is certain to 
be marked by popular abstention 
from any notice of her presence. All 
classes, from the highest to the low­ 
est, share the common feeling 
that English royalties have steered 
their way througli the circumstances 
attendaut upon the Emperor’s illness 
with more regard for personal gain 
than for Germany’s interest. This 
impression has been a conviction 
since it has been ascertained what is 
the nature of the settlement upon the 
Empress arranged during the week. 
Besides 12,000.000 marks allowed the 
widow of the Emperor the Empress 
requires tho right of succession to the 
Empress Augusta’s residence as fixed 
by the will of the Emperor William. 
This is a small matter, but taken in 
•unjunction with past events gives 
the masses a sentiment of antipathy 
to both Victorias.

H e did not 
know his nam e.

The circumstance which led up to 
this disgraceful state of affairs was 
the desire of a majority of the Board 
of Police Commissioners to go outside 
of the law to create a municipal reve­ 
nae from gambling. They thought that 
an arrangement could be made with 
the gamblers—both white and Chi­ 
nese—to permit them to carry on their 
games, with the understanding that 
they would be arrested at stated 
periods and pay, in the shape of fines, 
what would amount to a license of 
their business. Of course this was a 
manifest evasion of the law, and 
could only be practically successful if 
the Chief of Police and all other 
officers gave it 
their unqualified 
sanction.

rangement. 
He said the ’.aw com­ 
manded him to suppress gambling, 
and he would, as far as it lay in his 
power, do so. In this the Chief stood 
npon solid ground, and it is to be re­ 
marked that not a single American 
banking game has ever been opened 
in this city since he assumed office— 
something that never has been known 
here before. It was understood by the 
Council when they accorded the ma­ 
jority of the Police Commissioners a 
force of private detectives, that it was 
lor the purpose of enabling them to 
carry out their experiment. The rev­ 
enue business has, of course, miscar­ 
ried, as any one might have known it 
would. What further reason there 
can be why the Mayor and Mr. 
Humphreys should have a private 
detective force when the cause for its 
appointment has ceased to exist, is 
tt e question which the Council now 
it to determine. 


Comparing the above statistics of 
exports with those of San Diego it 
should be remembered that San Jose 
and Los Angeles have no commercial 
outlet except by rail, while Sau Diego 
•exports go both by land and water. 
With this fact before U3 it still remains 
that San Diego’s exports by rail for 
the first three months of the present 
year were 53.041,880 pounds, 41,000,­ 
000 greater than the exports of San 
Jose, more than five times those of 
Los Angeles, and only 2,000,#00 less 
than those of San Francisco. Our 
imports by rail during the same pe­ 
riod, as heretofore stated in these col­ 
umns, were 40,000,000 pounds.—[San 
Diego Sun. 
Figures cannot lie—that is, if you 
give all the figures and all the facts.

The reason why we Cannot give in 
full the l'rtistbound through freight ÍCr 
Los Angeles is because of a policy, in­ 
explicable to us, adopted by the Santa 
Fé Company, of withholding state­ 
ments covering their share of this 
business.

The elder Adams appointed Marshall 
in 1801, aUthe age of forty-six, and he 
remained in office until 1835, a period 
of thirty-four years, the longest in the 
history of the country. He was suc­ 
ceeded by Taney, appointed by Jack 
son, at the age of fifty-nine, the oldest 
of any appointed to the office; but 
Taney was of great vitality, and lasted 
twenty-eight years. At his death 
Chase was appointed at the age of 
fifty-six, by Lincoln in 1864, and after 
his death, in 1874 Grant appointed the 
late incumbent, Waite, who was then 
fifty-eight.

The first week of the Flower Fes­ 
tival closed as brilliantly as it hod 
been ushered in, and the indications 
are that last year's financial record 
will be badly beaten.

feel highly pleased at the favorable

lye con­ 
ceded by all who have visited the 
building. From an early morning 
hour until late at night these ladies 
have worked laboriously, doing much 
more fatiguing tasks than one would 
have imagined would have been pos­ 
sible from creatures so delicate, and 
yet have ever been ready with cheer­ 
ing word and Rruile of welcome to 
greet the inquisitive and, in most 
cases, bothersome visitor. But the 
cause in which they are engaged buoys 
them up, and the prayers of the pai- 
entlcss children and helpless women 
fo r whom they are working will prove 
a reward far greater than any earthly 
power can bestow. 
In and about the building yester­ 
day one noticed a vast number of wel­ 
come improvements. A quantity of 
rustic sea’s aro placed here and there 
from which the weary wanderer can 
survey the gorgeous scene arouud, 
and everything is aseuming a business­ 
like aspect, now that the preliminary 
difficulties have been mastered.

I called upon Mibb Pixley one day 
la st week 
Hhe received me in ber 
dressing gown with her black hair fal­ 
ling about her shoulders; and she 
lcoked so much like the veritable 
41 Child of the 8ierras” that although 
sh e apologized for the negligence of 
b er costume, I was glad I surprised 
b er before she had time to effect 
more elaborate toilet. She is just ss 
natural off the stage as she is on it, 
w hich is saying a great deal, in con­ 
sideration of the fact that it was 
the ease of her m anner that first took 
th e public by stoim . 
Although Mies 
Pixley is an educated woman of the 
world, she is so superior to worldli­ 
ness that it is something of an uncon­ 
ventional departure to hear, her talk. 
She is one or the very few people who 
are perfectly happy in their lives and 
occupations, and who has not one un­ 
kind thing to say of fate. 
To be sure, 
h er career has from the beginning 
been phenomenally successful. 
She 
haa never known either 
drudgery 
or 
obscurity 
in 
her 
profession 
Eleven 
years 
ago 
she 
made 
her 
debut 
in 
San 
Francisco 
in the leading role of Snow Flake 
which was elegantly mounted, and 
with the exception of herself, played 
by artists of ability purposely brought 
from the East. 
A short time later 
she was engaged to support Jeafl'ereon 
during 
a 
two-weeks 
engagement, 
while in the following year she ap 
peared at the W aluut-street Theatre, 
in Philadelphia, where she scored her 
first great hit in M'liss. 
Miss Pixky 
prefers Philadelphia, where she is a 
trem endous favorite, to auy other 
city of the Union, although she 
affirms 
th at 
if 
it was possible 
for her to settle down anywhere, she 
th nks it would be in the beautiful 
City of the Angels. 
With San Fran­ 
cisco, the place of her nativity, she is 
m uch disappointed. 
“ I left it,” she 
says, “ ten years ago, and iu that time 
I seein to have forgotten all about it. 
B ut I am quite shocked by the loud 
way ia wi ich the ladies dress. While 
walking upon Kearney street 1 was 
reallv pained to see so m any young 
girk" with tneir faces smeared with 
paint. My mother has always lived at 
San 
Francisco, but she is think­ 
ing seriously of removing to Eos 
Angolés, with which she is charmed. 
For the sake of my sister, who is only 
seventeen. I hope she will conclude to 
do so, as I am told that the society here 
is very substantial.” In speaking of 
The Deacons Daughter, Miss Pixley 
further said. 
“ The play was not

left for me to do now but repeat my­ 
self. 
Indeed, I play because I have 
nothing ek e to do, and I am very 
sure th at I should bo perfectly con­ 
tented to live a quiet life.”

The sunflower is the badge of the 
disciples of iC3thetidsm and those who 
wear this insignia" of the direction of 
their m inds anil hearts may not be 
classed with the multitudes who fol­ 
low a passing fancy or a blind idea. 
vEdtketicism is no longer the craze or 
fad, but the school it developed iu its 
meteoric reign still has a large follow­ 
ing. Modern ¿estheticism is more than 
the science of the beautiful, because it 
aims at the practical em bodim ent of 
abstract idealism. 
Iu this it is but 
a step removed from the (lead Rosi- 
crucian school. 
The disciples of 
Rosicrucius believed that life could he 
perpetuated throughout all tim e by 
men becoming thoroughly spiritual; 
dealing alone with the Ideal, and 
casting out all that was material. The 
elixir of life which they attem pted to 
discover 
through the means of a 
higher life developed in the realm s 
of Ideal ty, 
persunified, was 
not 
altogether a myftticism. 
To the 
modern disciple of .Esthetics it is the 
symbolic essence of the wisdom of 
ages, for truth yields its im mortality 
and eternal youth to those who wor­ 
ship only the ideal.

The two 
rear battalions, those of the Old 
Guard, not being opposite the Fifty 
second, retired down th e slope in 
good order. 
The rout of this column of the Im ­ 
perial Guard demoralized those French 
troops who were witnesses of it. More­ 
over. at this mom ent the French right 
had been turned and thrown back in

favor of McLain & Lehman 
was re- 
corded yesterday, 
and the 
contract 
for complete 
plans, 
specifications, 
drafts, etc., has been let to Mr. J. M. 
Wood. 
Mr. Wood 
asserts 
that the 
building, which 
will co3t $150,000, 
will be the finest in the United States 
md 
the 
gentleman 
having drawn 
plans for some 
of the finest opera 


houses 
in the country, should be a 
competent judge. There willbe three 
large store rooms 
in front, two main 
entrances to the auditorium, and one 
to the gallery. 
The excavation 
will 
probably be 
commenced 
this week, 
and will be under the direction ofDr. 
Burbmk. 
To the theatre proper there 
will be 
twenty-one independent exits and the 
entire 
building, which will have 
a 
seating capacity of two thousand, can 
be vacated in sixty seconds.

Soiuc Strlklue: Illustration*. 
The Tariffreform league and the 


Home market club met iv debate 
on 


Saturday 
evening, 
March 
24th, 
in 


Tremont 
Temple, Ronton, 
Governor 


Ames of Massachusetts 
occupying the 


chair. 
The question 
for discussion 


was, is the 
wage earner benefited 


"by 
the 
protective 
policy 
as 


emliodied 
in the 
present 
tariff? 


Everett P. Wheeler, ot New York, de- 
livered the argument on the negative 
side, while the Hon. 
Benjamin But- 


terworth defended the protective 
sys- 


tem. 
We take 
from Mr. Wheeler's 


speech a few striking illustrations 
of 


the beauties 
of protection : 
Let me tell you what first led me to 


study the present tariff: 


THE LESSON 
OF A SHirWRKCK. 


A German Steamer ran down a bark 


that had been 
built in Nova Scotia, 


out a hole in her side, knocked hei 
o/er ou her beam 
end and left her 


iloating In the ocean off Nantucket. 
Some enterprising skip; er got hold of 
her, 
towed 
her into port; 
she 
Was 


condemned for salvage and brought to 
Bast 
Boston 
to be repaired. 
1 was 


retained 
to bring a suit against the 


German steamer, 
and lfound that as 


the vessel had not been 
destroyed, it 


was necessary 
to prove what it cost to 


repair 
her. I found out 
who 
had 
. repaired 
her, 
and 
what 
those 


' 


repairs 
cost, 
and 
to my 
astonish- 


ment Ilearned that it cost more to re- 
pair her in Boston than it cost, tobuild 
the entire bark in Nova Scotia. 
Now, 


I remember 
very well, when a boy. 


to have gone to tho 
ship yards 
and 


seen ships laum-bed in the East river, 
as 
some of you, perhaps, 
have 
seen 


ships launched in the harbor of Bos- 
ton, and 1 said to myself: 
Why is it 


that ships can 
no longer be built in 


New 
York or 
Boston, 
and that the 


British are taking away all the ship- 
building trade? 
My evidence 
in the 


collision case answered 
this question 


quickly, for Ifound they could build 
ships cheaper. 
Then I inquired: Are 


their ship-builders 
any 
better than 


ours? 
No. 
Does it cost any more for 


wages to build a ship in Nova Scotia 
than in Boston? 
No; for although 


our men get higher wages, they are 
belter workmen, aud the cost of wages 
on the ship is nomore than it is in tiie 
British possessions. 
Then I looked 


into the tariff, and I found that every 
article that went into the construction 
ofa ship was taxed thirty, forty, tifty 
and one hundred per cent?the 
ropes, 


the timber, everything from the truck 
to the 
kcolson, 
paid a tax to the 


United Staffs Government. 
Ostsnsi- 


bly Ibis was lor the benefit of Ameri- 
can 
industry, but really it was to 


enable 
the iron-masters 
of Pennsyl- 


vania to get more for their iron than 
it was worth. 
Ostensibly it was to 


benefit the wage 
earner, but really it 


had destroyed orcrippled the business 
of every shipwi jghtalong the Atlantic 
coast. 


The building of Bhipß for foreign 


trade is practically extinct. 
Wo only 


build ships 
for the coastwise 
trade, 


because 
foreign built ships 
are 
pro- 


hibited from 
engaging iv tho latter. 


The copper smelting mdustiy former- 
ly furnished 
employment to 
great 


numbers of people in Boston and New 
York, but 
has 
been 
destroyed 
by 


tho 
duty on 
copper 
ore, 
the 
only 


result 
of 
which 
has b:en 
to 
im- 


crease tho dividends of the owners of 
the mines 
of Michigan. 
Basa and 


monstrous 
ingratitude 
they 
have 


shown in enteting iuto a combination 
with a French 
syndicate 
to increase 


the price of copj or all over the world, 
ard thus levy a tax on every manu- 
facturer of brass 
or copper goods to 


swell their already 
enormous 
divi- 


dends. 


Even the protectionists 
themselves 


deplore the decay of American 
ship- 


ping, and are 
proposing, with mon- 


strous 
inconsistency, 
to give a bounty 


to American 
ships 
for carrying the 


products 
of olher 
countries 
to this 


country, nnd for taking ours back in 
return' 
We enact a high-tariff, con- 


fessedly fa;' in excess 
of the needs of 


revenue, 
not 
for the purpose of ex- 


cluding the 
goods of olher eounMes, 


and then having crippled commerce 
with oue. hand, 
propose 
to nurse it 


with the other.

tilingwhen itpuis so heavy a duty 
upon nickel

The friends of the late John 
Jour- 


dan, ex-Superintendent 
of Police, are 
exceedingly indignant at some of the 
statements 
marie in ex-Superintendent 


Walling's 
book 
of "Hecollections." 


Without 
charging 
it 
directly, Mr. 


Walling makes the. broad insinuation 
that Jourdan had a guilty knowledge 
of the Nathan 
murder, and that his 


death, which occurred a few months 
after that fearful crime 
was commit- 


ted, was caused by mental excitement 
and nervousness, 
lie gives a long ac- 


count of the murder and of the subse- 
quent 
unsuccessful 
efforts to hunt 


down and 
punish its perpetrators, 


and 
concludes 
by 
leaving 
grave 


doubts upon 
the name 
of "Wash" 


Nathan 
and 
by 
declaring that the 


murder "remains the greatest mystery 
of tbe age." 
This is all very extraor- 


dinary 
to come from 
Superintendent 


Walling. It is true that the public 
generally 
does not know who mur- 


dered Benjamin Nathan, and Idoubt 
if the facts Ishall relate, which have 
never beeu in printbefo c, are known 
to more, than a round dozen of men in 
New York, but I certainly 
supposes 


that Superintendent 
Walling was one 


of the dozen.

Cullagh was a great favorite of Com 


raodore Vanderbilt and had especial 
charge 
of the 
Grand Central depot. 


He charged 
Ellis with some 
sort of 


potty burglary. At this time Kllis 
was under sentence 
in Pennsylvania 


for twenty years. 
Ho had escaiied, 


and 
when McCtlllagh captured 
him 


requisition papers were got out for his 
return to that State, and officers were 
sent on here to arrest him and take 
him there in case he was 
acuuited of 


the charge pending. 
It was deemed 


best by his counsel 
to let, him take the 


shorter sentence, 
and accordingly he 


was hustled offto SingSiug, where he 
was in confinement when the Nathan 
murder was accomplished. 


Three

the murder he 


wrote a letter to Jourdan, stating that 
he

crime, and declaring that to show he 
knew, he

Judge Cardozo

a brother-in-law 


of the murdered 
man, and Jourdan 


took the letter to him.

arrest by Sargent McCullagh bail pre-

Jourdan made 
des- 


perate efforts to capture these rascals, ! 
but. neither of them 
could 
be 
found 


high or low. The superintendent 
was 1 


already a sick man, and his work and 
worry undoubtedly did much to hasten 
the end. 
He died before 
either 
was 


caught. . 
Finally Irvingwas heard ofin Cali- 


fornia, whence he sent on a so-called 
confession. 
I?ut 
Irving was not the 


murderer, and his confession 
simply 


served, as he meant that it should, to 
protect him, while it implicated no 
one elso. 
Nearly two years afar the 


crime Forrester was found in Florida. 
It is singular 
that 
in his account of 


the affair Mr. Walling makes no men- 
tion 
whatever 
of
